DETAILED ACTION 

Claim 29 is withdrawn from further consideration pursuant to 37 CFR 1 .142(b) as being 
drawn to a nonelected invention, there being no allowable generic or linking claim. Election was 
made without traverse in the reply filed on 4/16/07.

Claim Rejections - 35 USC §112 

Claims 15-17 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 112, second paragraph, as being incomplete 



for omitting essential structural cooperative relationships of elements, such omission amounting 
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to a gap between the necessary structural connections. See MPEP § 2172.01 . The omitted 
structural cooperative relationships are: Claims 15 and 16 are merely a catalog of parts. 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 102 

The following is a quotation of the appropriate paragraphs of 35 U.S.C. 102 that form the 
basis for the rejections under this section made in this Office action: 

A person shall be entitled to a patent unless - 

(b) the invention was patented or described in a printed publication in this or a foreign country or in public 
use or on sale in this country, more than one year prior to the date of application for patent in the United 
States. 

Claims 14-16, 18-24 and 28 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(b) as being anticipated by 
Ashikawa et al (4618021). 

Figure 2 shows a main module including a crankshaft 1, gearbox 3, and output train 18. An 
auxiliary module including a reduction gear 53 connects the gearbox 3 to the output train 18. In 
regard to claims 19-23 and 28, the use of "can be" renders the claims so broad as to be met by 
any engine/transmission arrangement; with enough modification, machining, and processing, 
the engine-transmission of Ashikawa et al could be modified to include the recited modules and 
be used in the recited vehicles. The limitation in claim 18 is a method concept and given little 
weight in an apparatus claim. In regard to claim 24, the engine is seen to include at least two 
cylinders.

Claims 17 and 25-27 are objected to as being dependent upon a rejected base claim, 
but would be allowable if rewritten in independent form including all of the limitations of the base 
claim and any intervening claims.
